tighter restrictions on midwestern 
motorists without relaxing civilian 
use of gasoline in the east. 
An informed source, declining to 
be named, said today the midwest 
is being spared now because gaso­ 
line that would be saved by addi­ 
tional restrictions there could not 
be moved eastward by the heavily- 
burdened railroads, but opening of 
the pipeline section would change 
the picture.

about 250,000 barrels of crude oil

refineries at present, but it will 
be pumped straight through to the 
coast after the east leg of the big 
line opens and deliveries are step­ 
ped up to its capacity 
of 300,000 
barrels a day. 
There will be little chance of off­ 
setting the consequent loss to the 
midwest, already depedent on the 
southwest to help feed crude oil th 
its refinertW» and further troubled 
with declining midwestern produc­ 
tion, until Sept. I or later. 
Then, the second Texas-to-east 
coast pipeline, a 20-inch tube, will 
be completed to Norris City and 
will pump some 165,000 barrels of 
oil products daily Into the area, of 
which 45,000 barrels or so will re­ 
main for lack of means to transport 
it all to the east. 
However, an eastward extension 
of tiiis line is due for completion 
around Jan. I, and all 165,000 bar­ 
rels daily—and more during the 
next three months as the flow is 
stepped up to a capacity of 235,000

Intruder planes ranging over northern France dropped their nightly 
packet of bombs on the airfield at Poix, near Amies; peppered a speed­ 
ing E-boat off the French coast with bombs and cannon fire, and shot 
up railway trains and barges, the Air Ministry news service said. 
One Mosquito pilot reported that he believed he had hit an am­ 
munition train standing at a station so he went back and fired through 
the trainahed, touching off more explosives. 
The forays were on a small scale compared with the attacks carried 
out during the last week on Duesseldorf, Muenster, Bochum, Oberhausen 
and Cologne, which had its 116th raid of the war Wednesday night 
Nazi raiders, meanwhile, running at top speed and low over London 
rooftops, plopped down a single surprise bomb in a major street, wreck­ 
ing a postoffice and killing two persons. Two others were seriously in­ 
jured and several were slightly hurt.

centers until we reach the part of 
the brain which has to do with 
thought and which controls per­ 
sonality. When this part of a per­ 
son becomes disturbed, it is not 
easy to find a single word for the 
condition; it may effect some one 
way and others another way. 
But a most conv enient term is 
"nerv es”; this applies to people who 
are apprehensiv e, who are restless, 
the people who nev er can sit still, 
those who are always making pur­ 
poseless motions, as well as those 
who exaggerate the importance of 
minor ev ents and possibly mini­ 
mize 
the 
importance 
of 
major 
ev ents. In other words, those who 
cannot obtain a fair perspectiv e in 
regard to the ev ents of life and are 
constantly 
maladjusted 
for 
that 
reason. Of course, it also applies to 
hysterical indiv iduals. 
Another word for the condition 
Is neurasthenia, although this is 
going out of general use in medi­ 
cal terminology. It used to mean 
a tired, nerv ous system, but as a 
m atter of fact, most indiv iduals to 
whom the term used to be applied 
are simply maladjusted. 
When symptoms which arise from 
these 
personality 
disorders 
and 
maladjustments are present, it isn’t 
fair to say that they are mental 
cases and it giv es a wrong impres­ 
sion. It isn’t entirely fair to say 
that they are emotional. If I used 
the word "functional." I do not be­ 
liev e many of my readers would 
understand, so I compromise by 
using the word "nerv es”. 
Two Kinds 6t Nerv es 
Now 
the 
nerv es, 
structurally 
speaking, are the terminal branches, 
cords of the nerv ous system, which 
go out from the base of the brain 
and the spinal column. There are 
two kinds of these nerv es: one is 
motor—those which control muscles. 
When such a nerv e, for instance 
the ulnar nerv e in the arm, is 
sev ered or Injured, there is a pa­ 
ralysis of the nerv e in the hand, 
which it supplies. This is the con­ 
dition to which I usually refer 
neuritis. It is not a v ery good term 
because it Indicates an inflamma­ 
tion of a nerv e, and actually may 
be an injury. But It is no used in 
medical nomenclature 
Sensory Nerv es 
The other set of nerv es is sensory. 
They carry Impulses from the sur­ 
face of the body—the skin—to the 
respectiv e 
centers 
in 
the 
brain. 
These 
nerv es carry 
impulses of 
touch, temperature, pain and sense 
if position. 
And the commonest 
disorder of these nerv es is the 
recording of senses of pain without 
any adequate reason for it. 
When you hav e a boil on the 
skin, or an inflammation of any 
kind, or a fracture of a bone, the 
sensory nerv es carry Impulses of 
pain, and quite properly: there is a 
reason for it: the impulse is pro­ 
tectiv e. But in cases where there 
is no condition at the nerv e term­ 
inus which we can find 
which 
would cause pain, we call it neu­ 
ralgia. Any “algia" is a pain. Neu­ 
ralgia is a term meaning the pain 
is due to an irritation of the nerv e 
This is as exact as it can be made 
because we do not know anything 
about the cause of neuralgia, such 
as a facial neuralgia.

Answer: Only a small proportion 
of goiters require operation; most 
of them get a'ong v ery- well on 
medical treatment. 


E. H : A little girl 4 years old 
has a left eye crossed. It has been 
noticed by the parents only for 
about six months, but others say 
they hav e noticed it before 
Some 
neighbors say if glasses are put on 
her she will hav e to wear them all 
her life; some neighbors say the 
eye can be put in place by rubbing 
Is this true? 
Answer: These cases are adjusted 
by glasses to the extent that the 
person can see all right, but are 
nev er cured by glasses alone. There­ 
fore the statement that if they 
start wearing glasses they will hav e 
to wear them for the rest of their 
life is true. Rubbing does no good: 
in fact, is harmful. The only perm­ 
anent cure is by a slight operation 
on the muscles of the eye, which 
should be done by an oculist.

Encephalitis is caused 
by a germ; it affects the cells of 
the brain.

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# LEWIS IS OPPOSING 
FURTHER GAS BAN 


Ohio Congressman Named 
(I 
To Executive Board 
Fighting Move 


WASHINGTON, June 18 — Con­ 
gressman Earl R. Lewis of Ohio was 
informed today that he has been 
appointed to the executive commit­ 
tee of the newly organized bi-par­ 
tisan group in the House which op­ 
poses the further restriction of gas­ 
oline throughout the United States. 
This committee was created to op­ 
pose a movement started last week 
by a few congressmen 
from 
the 
eastern seaboard who proposed the 
extension of the gasoline pleasure 
driving ban to other areas of the 
United States on the theory that 
‘misery loves company.” 
More than 50 members of Con­ 
gress answered the general invita­ 
tion to an organization meeting last 
Saturday. 
The meeting was called 
by a small number of congressmen 
from the mid-western area which 
would be vitally affected if ration­ 
ing is further restricted throughout 
the nation. 
Congressman Clarence J. Brown of 
Blanchester, Ohio, was selected as 
chairman of the newly formed group 
and Congressman Paul Cunning­ 
ham of Iowa, secretary. The com­ 
mittee met jointly on Tuesday with 
a Senate committee organized for 
the same purpose. 


In the discussion which took place 
at the organization meeting Sat­ 
urday, it was pointed out that Mr. 
Ickes appeared before the eastern 
seaboard group last Thursday and 
stated that his department did not 
contemplate extending the pleasure | 
driving ban beyond the eastern 
area at the present time. He called 
attention 
to the fact that 39.000 
tank cars, as well as barges, usually 
allotted to the mid-western area i 
have been diverted to relieve the i 
eastern area and that certain pipe- 1 
lines from that area have been link- ! 
ed and now supply the seaboard 
area. 
Ickes stated that it was his opin­ 
ion that the extension of the re­ 
stricted gas rationing would not re­ 
lieve the shortage in the east inas­ 
much as the chief problem is that 
of inadequate transportation facil­ 
ities to meet the 
inordinate 
de­ 
mands of the armed services. 
It is the purpose of this new 
group to present the various prob­ 
lems of the areas outside the east­ 
ern shortage section and to support 
the Fuel Administrator in the po­ 
sition which he has taken against 
extension of the pleasure driving 
ban throughout the nation. It was 
also pointed out that the original 
purpose of the rationing of gasoline 
through the United States was to 
conserve the fast-diminishing tire 
supply. 
To. this 
restriction, 
the 
citizens have willingly submitted. 
Illustrations were cited by var­ 
ious members to show that there 
is an ample supply of gasoline in 
the mid-western area and, in some 
instances 
surpluses 
exist 
which 
utilize all available storage space 
and threaten to interfere with the
